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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to papers filed on November 17, 2007. 
Claims 1, 3-7, 18, 20-27, 29-35 and 37-38 are pending. 
Claims 1, 3, 18, 20-23, 27 and 29-31 have been amended. 
Claims 8, 10-17, 36 and 39-41 have been cancelled. 

Claims 1, 3-7, 18, 20-27, 29-35 and 37-38 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,3-8, 10-18, 20-27 and 29-38 allowed. 

2. The following is. an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 1, 3, 18, 20, 27 and 29 teach a method for travel information distribution 
in which a schedule table is prepared containing destination as reference places for 
obtaining information. The position of the traveler is detected and storing the position. A 
tolerance table stores a tolerance for border positions with respect to the reference 
position. An area is calculated with respect to the reference positions and the 
destination, the area is compared to the position of the user with the wireless terminal to 
detect if the is within the border position. When the position is determined the 
appropriate data is distributed related to the position information. The wireless terminal 
specifies the presence or absence of use of the distributed data then determined 
between the traveler's position. The wireless terminal further notifies the distributor that 
travel is finished which triggers a renewal of the tolerances of the reference position. 
The wireless terminal specifies a presence or absence of use of distribution data , which 
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the notifies the data distributor that travel is finished. When travel is finished the data 
distributor renews the tolerances based on the finished travel. 

4. As the prior art of record US Patent 5,948,040 Delorme et al; Travel Reservation 
Information and Planning system. Delorme teaches preparing travel information based 
on a users predicted dates, and locations. Delorme teaches distributing data to uses 
based on specific destinations requested. However, the prior art of record fails to teach 
using a presence and absence of use of information for determining that travel is 
finished. Delorme further fails to teach the tolerance position used to distribute data to 
the user based on the reference destination and the border positions of the reference 
destinations as a comparison for determining if information is to be distributed. 

5. Prior art of record "Centerseat, Galileo International Agreement Revolutionizes 
Interactive Entertainment, Online Travel". Centercseat teaches an online travel 
experience directed towards getting users to purchase travel promotions based on 
geographic locations. Information is supplied to the user based on a request from the 
user. Centerseat fails to distribute the data to the user based on the users location with 
respect to the border positions of the reference destination. 

6. Furthermore, the combination of Delorme with Centerseart would fail to teach the 
limitations of the independent claims as recited. 

7. The remaining claims 4-7, 21-26, 30-35 and 37-38 are considered allowable as 
they depend from the allowable independent claims.
